Be it enacted by Parliament in the Twenty - fourth Year of the Re 
public of India as follows: 


CHAPTER I 


PRELIMINARY 


1. (1) This Act may be called the Code of Criminal Procedure, 1973 .

(i) " judicial proceeding " includes any proceeding in the course 
of which evidence is or may be legally taken on oath ;

CHAPTER II 
CONSTITUTION OF CRIMINAL COURTS AND OFFICES 
6 . Besides the High Courts and the Courts constituted under any law , Classes of

(5 ) Where the State Government reduces or alters, under sub - section 
(3 ) , the limits of any metropolitan area , such reduction or alteration shall 
not affect any inquiry, trial or appeal pending immediately before such 
reduction or alteration before any Court or Magistrate , and every such 
inquiry , trial or appeal shall continue to be dealt with under this Code as 
if such reduction or alteration had not taken place. 

Explanation . In this section , the expression " population " means the 
population as ascertained at the last preceding census of which the 
relevant figures have been published . 

9 . ( 1) The State Government shall establish a Court of Session for 
every sessions division . 

( 2 ) Every Court of Session shall be presided over by a Judge , to be 
appointed by the High Court. 

(3 ) The High Court may also appoint Additional Sessions Judges and 
Assistant Sessions Judges to exercise jurisdiction in a Court of Session , 

( 4 ) The Sessions Judge of one sessions division may be appointed by 
the High Court to be also an Additional Sessions Judge of another divi 
sion , and in such case he may sit for the disposal of cases at such place 
or places in the other division as the High Court may direct . 

(5 ) Where the office of the Sessions Judge is vacant, the High Court 
may make arrangements for the disposal of any urgent application which 
is , or may be, made or pending before such Court of Session by an Ad 
ditional or Assistant Sessions Judge , or , if there be no Additional or As 
sistant Sessions Judge, by a Chief Judicial Magistrate , in the sessions 
division ; and every such Judge or Magistrate shall have jurisdiction to 
deal with any such application . 

(6 ) The Court of Session shall ordinarily hold its sitting at such place 
or places as the High Court may , by notification , specify ; but, if, in any 
particular case , the Court of Session is of opinion that it will tend to the 
general convenience of the parties and witnesses to hold its sittings at 
any other place in the sessions division , it may , with the consent of the 
prosecution and the accused , sit at that place for the disposal of the case 
or the examination of any witness or witnesses therein . 

Explanation .- -For the purposes of this Code, " appointment" does not 
include the Arst appointment, posting or promotion of a person by the 
Government to any Service , or post in connection with the affairs of the 
Union or of a State , where under any law , such appointment, posting or

CHAPTER XI 


PREVENTIVE ACTION OF THE POLICE 


149 . Every police officer may interpose for the purpose of preventing, 
and shall , to the best of his ability , prevent, the commission of any cogni 
zable offence .

(2 ) No person arrested under sub -section (1 ) shall be detained in 
custody for a period exceeding twenty -four hours from the time of his 
arrest unless his further detention is required or authorised under any 
other provisions of this Code or of any other law for the time being in 
force . 

A police officer may of his own authority interpose to prevent any 
injury attempted to be committed in his view to any public property , 
movable or immovable, or the removal or injury of any public landmark 
or buoy or other mark used for navigation . 

153. (1) Any officer in charge of a police station may , without a

CHAPTER XII

( C ) A is charged with cheating B , and the manner in which he cheated B 
is not set out in the charge . There were many transactions between A and B , 
and A had no means of knowing to which of them the charge referred , and 
offered no defence . The Court may infer from such facts that the omisslon 
to set out the manner of the cheating was, in the case , a material error. 

( d ) A is charged with the murder of Khoda Baksh on the 21st January, 188 % 
In fact , the murdered person s name was Haidar Baksh , and the date of the 
murder was the 20th January , 1882. A was never charged with any murder but 
one, and had heard the Inquiry before the Magistrate, which referred exclusively 
to the case of Haldar Baksh . The Court may infer from these facts that A was not 
misled, and that the error in the charge was immaterial. 

( e ) A was charged with murdering Haidar Baksh on the 20th January , 1882 , 
and Khoda Baksh (who tried to arrest him for that murder ) on the 21st January , 
1882 .

CHAPTER XXIII 
EVIDENCE IN INQUIRIES AND TRIALS 

A . - Mode of taking and recording evidence

of the substance of his evidence in the language of the Court:

(1) In all trials before a Court of Session , the evidence of each 
witness shall, as his examination proceeds , be taken down in writing 
either by the presiding Judge himself or by his dictation in open Court or, 
under his direction and superintendence , by an officer of the Court ap 
pointed by him in this behalf. 

( 2 ) Such evidence shall ordinarily be taken down in the form of 
question and answer ; but the presiding Judge may, in his discretion , 
take down or cause to be taken down , the whole or any part of such 
evidence in the form of a narrative .
